TWIN FALLS - The Twin Falls 
County recorder's office was as busy 
Friday os any Christmas-crowded 
department store, ns bean producers 
and their lawyers stood in line to file 
liens against the Hawkins Co. Ltd. - 

Since Tuesday, 105 liens have been 
filed to secure $3.5 million worth of 
dry beans. 

The Hawkins. Co. in Filer Had its 
bean warehouse license suspended 
Tuesday after the company's direc- 
tors said they had discovered "cer- 
tain inventory inconsistencies" and 
asked the state to step in. The state 
Bureau of Warehouse Control will 
begin an official inventory and audit 
of the company Monday.

The company is voluntarily inter- 
vievring all its bean producers to 
check their records against the com- 
pany’s. 

Roger Vincent, a grower near Fil- 
er. recorded a lien Wednesday on 
$2^.000 worth of beans. It's just one 
more method of trying to secure 
what is rightfully his, ho said. 

'As farmers we’re just grasping. 


We're still in a state of shock," Vin- 
cent said. "But the beans still belong 
to the growers." 

Harry DoHann, a Twin Falls alUir- 
ncy representing a number of farm- 
ers with beans in the Hawkins ware- 
house, said filing a lien could mean 
the diffcronce between getting paid 
and not getting paid if the company 
is forced to liquidate and there isn’t 
enough money to go around. 

According to DeHaan, bean pro- 
ducers who file liens will be ahead of 
three other sets of people in the pay- 
out line: 

• Producers who don’t file. 

"A secured creditor is way ahead 
of an unsecured one," DeHaan said. 

' Secured creditors get poid in full be- 
fore unsecured creditors gel a pen- 
ny." 

• Lien holders who file later. 

Cclting there first mokes a differ- 

eiicc," DcHann said, 'The moment 
that lien is recorded may be impor- 
tant." 

Priority liens of equal status arc 
paid on a first-filed, first-poid basis. 

• Hawkins Co.'s major creditors, 
such as its bank.

"We may' have a lawuit with 200 
' growers on bno.side and the bank' on 
' the other,” DcHaan said. 

Andy Loughmillcr, another Filcr- 
area farmer, learned of the Hawkins' 
situation wben he returned Tuesday 
from elk hunting. He talked to a 
lawyer as soon as possible, and his ' 
lawyer filed a lien Friday. 

"A guy just doesn't know what to 
do," he said. ”It just mokes you sick 
when you hear it." 

Hawkins already had agreed to 
buy his beans, he said. 

'This deal I’ve got, tho lawyer just 
told me to go down and make them 
pay me," he said. 

- Local bank officials have been get- 
ting calls from borrowers who were 
planning to pay their loans with 
- beans they put in the Hawkins ware- 
■ "'Kdita^NoW, through noTnulrdftheir'' 
own, they may be unable to pay, and 
they wonder what their fate will be. 

•— "The banks that finance- bean pro*- 
duction ore all concerned,’' said Pat 
Hamilton Sr., president of the Farm- 
ers National Bank of Buhl. "Both the 
banks and the farmers know we are 
relying on the sale of those beans to 
pay off some operating loans." 

Hamilton said he is sure there will 
be fewer farmers next year if 
Hawkins is unable to pay its debts in 
full. But the banksyore not jumping 
to conclusiop, he^id. His bank will 
wait for the result of the state audit 
on Hawkins, ond then assess each 
borrower's case individually. 

Dill Babcock. Twin Falls branch

BOSTON (AP) — A banker and publishing tycoon who is a fugitive 
from Greece was denied bail Friday after his lawyer argued that a 
Sl^ million banking scandal carries political overtones so strong the 
man had to flee for fear of his life. 

George Koskotas "is a subject of a controversy in Greece which is of 
■ cosmic proportions," said Ron Liebman, a Washington attorney repre- 
senting the 34•yea^old banker. 

Koskotas fled Greece on Nov. 6 after being indicted on five counts of ■ 
fraud and embezzlement alleging he siphoned more than S135 million 
from the Bank of Crete, of which he was chairman. 

Lava flows, El Nino may be linked 

MENLO PARK, Calif. (AP) — El Nv». the Warming of Pocific 
Ocean waters blamed for droughts, typhoons and storms worldwide, 
may be caused by undersea volcanic lava flows, says a study by the 
UjB. Geological Survey. 

The lava from rifts in the ocean floor may bring about the dramatic 
changes in sea temperature, air pressure, winds and currents that 
characteriu the phenomenon, according to the study the current issue 
of EOS, the publication of the American Geophysical Union. 

Herbert R. Shaw and James G. More of the Geological Survey in 
Mcr^ Park speculated that flows erupting through rifts in the earth's 
crust transfer much of their intense heat to occan'currenLs flowing 
around the equator.

W. German Parliament elects president 

BO^fN, West Germany ( AP) — Parliament on Friday elected a new 
president of the federal Icgislativo bodj^ to replace Philipp Jenninger, 
who resigned oiler creating a furor wi^ a blunt speech about the coun* 
try's Nazi past. 

Lawmakers voted 380*93 for Rita Sucssmuth, 51, previously head of 
the federal Ministry for Youth, Family, Womca and Health matters, to 
replace Philipp Jenninger. 

■ Jenninger resigned Nov. 11 under heavy criticism for his parliamen* 
tary speech commemorating the 50th anniversary of the Nazis' Kristall* 
na^t pogrom t^inst German Jews. 

Jenninger stirred up national and international outcries of rage with 
his address, in which ho reminded his audience that many Gormans 
viewed Adolf Hitler as a hero when he came to power in 1933. Jewish 
leaders and other critics' said Jenninger should.haye.balanccd bis com- 
ments with stronger condemnation ofNazi atrocities. 

ANC daims it will not attack dvilians^l 

HARARE, Zimbabwe (AP) — The guoTTilla-backed African National 
Congress on Friday told South African church leaders its policy is not to 
attack civilian targets in their homeland. 

ANC President Oliver ‘lb mbo, .oxilctLhcaiof the-main black national- 
-isl-tnoTcmenrfighUng the white-led Pretoria government, acknowl- 
edged some guerrillas hit at civilians because they were "inspired by 
angA at the regime's campaign of terror." 

But he told a news conference, "agents of the Pretoria regime have 
been known to carry out attacks to sow confusion." . 

President P.W. Botho's government blames the ANC for the more 
than 150 bombings since it declared a state of emergency June 12, 1986. 
Most casualties arc black civilians. Tbmbo spoke to reporters after a 
doylong meeting with South African church leaders hooded by Anglican 
Archbishop Desmond T\itu, the Nobel Peace Prize laureate. 

Red Cross hopeful of prisoner exhange 

GENEVA (AP) — The Red Cross said Friday it is hopeful a 10-day 
air shuttle can repatriate more than 1,500 disabled Iraqi and Iranian 
prisoners as planned, although the exchange storted with fewer prison- 
ers than expected. 

On Thursday, the first day of the exchange, each side sent bock fewer 
than half the number of prisoners envisaged under an accord they 
signed earlier this month with the Red Cross. 

Red Cross officials said they were working with both sides to resolve 
the problems in the first mojor oxchangc_of prisoners since a cease-fire 
Aug. 20 ended fighting in the 8-year-oId war between the Persian Gulf 
neighbors.

"Arrest Chun Doo-hwan," shout- 
ed the protesters in the streets of 
the capita). They threw hundreds 
of firebombs at police, who re- 
sponded with tear gas. 

The protesters also denounced 
President Roh Tac-woo, accusing 
him of trying to protect Chun, an 
old friend and former associate. 
Roh is scheduled to appear on na- 
tionwide TV at 10 a.m. Soturday 


(8 p.m. EST Friday night) to ap- 
peal for public mercy for his dis- 
graced predecessor. 

In a nationally tclcvascd speech 
Wednesday, Chun apologized for 
corruption and abuse of power un- 
der his authoritarian government. 
Ho said ho was surrendering all of 
his personal properly, wortii S2-1 
million, and going into cxileln the 
country — a traditional path for 
disgraced former loaders. 

Chun has denied any personal 
corruption, but some of his rela- 
tives and associates have been 
convicted of or charged with em- 
bezzlement and other ofTohses.

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Cuauhtemoc Cardenas, a Icflist 
leader who lost the July presidential 
election he contends was fraud-rid- 
den, said Salinas invited Castro and 
other foreign leaders to the Thursday 
inauguration to legitimize his victo- 
ry. 

Castro will probably arrive in 
Mexico City the day of the ceremony, 
according to Salinas' ofllce. 

Castro, 61. lived in the capital 
from mid-1955 until he and 81 fellow 
rebels sailed for Cuba on Nov. 25, 
1956, from Tlixpan on the Gulf of 
Mexico. He hos not been back to the 
capital since. 

During his Mexican exile, Castro 
set up clandestine guerrilla training 
camps, raised funds, stockpiled 
weapons and put the finishing touch- 
es on his plans for the revolution 
that overthrew dictator Fulgoncio 
Batista in January 1959.

Lab gives police an extra edge

TWIN FALLS — Detective Dennis 
Chambers spends his days etching with 
acid, fuming with iodine, analyzing In- 
tent-s, interpreting blood-spatter pat- 
terns and identifying lands, grooves and 
twists. 

He also reads o lot. He has to, if he 
hopes to keep up with the cver-accelcrnt- 
ing world of criminalistics, or scientific 
crime detection. 

As head of the city's police laboratory. 
Chambers must daily apply the principle 
first asserted by the great French crimi- 
nalist Edmund Locard: The criminal al- 
ways leaves a piece of himself at the 
scene of a crime, and he always takes a 
piece of the crime scene with him. 

About five years ago. a robber in TV-in 
Falls learned that the hard way when he 
left behind a tom note demanding mon- 
ey. 

Police stopped the robber at a road- 
block. Inside his car, they found a 
stenographer's notepad. Using that and 
— the note;-lhcy-were-able-to conn«Lth« 

_man to the robbery in four. ways. 

The note's tear, or "fracture pattern," 
matched that of a ripped page found in 
the notepad. Impressions found on the

notepad's next page matched writing on 
the note. The note's handwriting 
matched other writing found in the 
notepad.

No other police lab in the state can 
equal It, according tc Chambers, and

Public Safety Director Tim Qualls said 
the lab in the police department's old 
building was roughly 6 feel by 12 feet, 


"and everything in it was homemade." 

Even when Chambers began working 
in the new crime lab six years ago, it 
still had but two pieces of technical 
equipment — a laminating press and a 
comparison microscope for firearm iden- 
tification. 

Since then, however, things have 
changed dramatically, due primarily to 
federal grants and the efforts of Qualls 
and Chombers. who jokingly calls him- 
.self the department's "catalogue reader" 
and "chief harnsser." Equipment with es- 
oteric. potysyllobic names now laces the 
lob, which is supplemented by two dark- 
rooms and an evidence room. 

The deportment, which performs lab 
• w ork f or n u merous-other area- agencies,- 
has also made plans to start doing its 
own marijuana testing and to buy a new, 
S2-1.000 comparison microscope. 

It's an expensive business. Chambers 


said, but to save money he buys in bulk 
and uses book formulas to mix his own 
chemicals. 

Chambers' favorite fields are finger- 
print analysis, firearm identification and 
photograp^iy, but with only one part- 
time assistant, Detective I^s Howells, 
he can't afford to specialize. 

"I have to dabble here and dabble 
there," he said. "By doing that I pick up 
on a lot of different tricks." 

But that's just fine with Chambers, 
whose office is overrun with an array of 
reference manuals. 

"I don’t get bored with it," he said. "I 
get frustrated with it occasionally, but I 
don't gel bored with it."

Area mental healffisemccs tii funding crisis, oMcial says

TWIN FALLS — Mental health services 
arc at a crisis point in the Magic Valley be- 
cause of lack of Slate funding, according to 
the administrator of Canyon View Psychi- 
atric Hospitol'in Twin Falls. 

Ken Ikibcrt, speaking at a Mental Hi-alth 
Association meeting this week, said lack of 
staffing has forced l»th Idaho State Hospital 
South at Blnckfoot and Region 5 Mental 
Health Center in Twin Falls to cut back on 
the number of clients they can treat. 

The Idaho suicide rate is atrocious,' ho 
said. There wore eight suicide attempts in 
one Magic Valley High School this fall, ond 
hospital emergency stifr-^’ throughout the 


area report continuing cases of juvenile sui- 
cide attempts. 

"The system can no longer meet the de- 
mands," Dcibcrt said. 

The irony, he said, is that at both stale and 
community levels, mental health facilities 
arc adequate, but without adequate funding 
they cannot hire enough workers to handle 
the need. 

Area state legislators were guests at the 
meeting, held in conjunction with the Region- 
al Mental Health Advisory Board. 

Two of those attending. Sen. Laird Noh, R- 
Kimbcriy, and Rep. Gary Robbins, R-Diclrich, 
said cutbacks in recent years for mental 
health funding came from a core group in the 
Legislature who 'didn't sec the need." 

State funding for regional mental health 


scn'iccs is approved si'paratcly by the Legis- 
loturc, not as part of the overall Department 
of Health and Welfare appropriation, said 
Phil Grover, director of Region 5 Mental 
Health Services. 

As on example of the- need for mental 
health services, Dcibcrt said 1,200 people 
have been treated at the privately ov.Ticd 
Canyon View hospital since it opened here 
four years ago, 

"And at ^00 to $450 a day, people were 
not there for the fun of it," he said, adding 
that when the private facility opened many 
people questioned its need. 

The most glaring example of facilities be- 
ing unused is at State Hospital South, where 
a new wing, dedicated this past summer, 
stands empty for lack of personnel to sUifT it. 


Deibert said. 

Grover said that in August the hospital 
had to release several patients earlier than 
they should have been to make room for peo- 
ple who had been committed by the courts 
and were "at risk both to themselves and oth- 
er people." 

He said at other limes individuals commit- 
ud by local courts for inslitutionaliulion 
have had to be cither kept in jail or placed in 
Canyon \'icw Hospital. 

The hospital administrator also pointed 
out because of reduction in staffing 
levels, ‘only the most chronic and severely 
emotionally ill" can be treated locally 
through the state-supported mcntol health 
system. 

Grover said he has 18 slafT. members to 


serve the Mogic Valley, compared with 27 
when the regional mental health sennees be- 
gan in 1974, and he will have to cut several 
more positions this year to balance his bud- 
get. 

This means people needing marit.ll coun- 
seling or suffering mild dcpres.sion or anxiety 
have to be turned away. 

Edna Kuiken, Mental Health Association 
member and a Twin Falls elementary school 
teacher, said teachers constantly sec problem 
children coming from homes where mental 
health counseling is needed, but they aren't 
'crazy enough to qualify for services,'

SPRINGFIELD, Mo. (AP) At 
St John's Regional Health Center, 
Tobias Meeker helps doctors and pa- 
tients cope with moral issues such as 
when to deny life support to a termi- 
nally ill patient, or what measure of 
care to give on Want with ajxjmcer- 
tain future. 

Tm very careful to let people 
know I'm not practicing medicine," 
says Meeker, the hospitals theologi- 
cally trained clinical cthicist.,''Also, I 
am not making the decisions. The 
physician and the patient, they arc 
the decision makers — that's tho 
only ethical way." 

Meeker, 43, is one of the few ethi- 
cists in the country employed full 
time at a hospital, a rarity in a group 
that ia itself small. OfTicials at the 
American Hospital Association csti- 
*jnatc only 100-150 clinical cthicists 
arc working in any capacity in the 
United States. 

Meeker's woik brings him up 
against such poignant dilemmas as 
t^t posed by an 83- year-old woman 
who. after her second bout with a se- 
rious illness, told doctors, "I would 
just as soon that you allow me to die, 
because my chances of recovery ore 
so slim." 

"Can we, ethically, allow her to 
die? Yes." Meeker said. 


He also works often in the hospi- 
tal's neonatal care unit, advising 
doctors to go to great lengths to save 
tho lives of desperately ill newborns, 
even though adults in similar condi- 
tions might be consideiwhopcless. 

'When in doubt, go all out," 'he 
said. “For newborn infants, it's a 
vast area of doubt. Our data base is 
very inadequate, so no^ to proceed 
aggressively is irresponsiblo." 

Meeker said in one case, the fami- 
ly of an 80- year-old woman suffering 
from acute dementia was horrified 
at the process by which she was nrti- • 
ficially fed. The woman 'was re- 
strained at all times to keep her 
from pulling the feeding tube from 
her nose. 

So, Meeker agreed with the fami- 
ly's decision to remove the tube, has- 
tening the woman's death but giving 
dignity to her final da>'s. 

He noted a decline in what he calls 
issues tffph>’8ician truth telling. 

“Not too long ago, physicians 
would routinely not tell their patients 
they're dying, or they have cancer," 
he said. "Many physicians acting out 
of that model are protecting them- 
selves, not the patient. The second 
reason that we've gotten away from 
that has been the discovery ... that 
people can deal much more easily 


with the truth than with illusion." 

Concerning a patient who tested; 
positive for AIDS but refused to tell, 
lus wife. Meeker said the patient was; 
persuaded that he had a moral obli-' 
gation to tell her. However, if he had-' 
n't, the physician would have been; 
ctkdcally bound to do so. Mocker 
said, adding: 

“Confidentiality is not an absolute ' 
right. It's a very strong right, but for* 
very compelling reasons, it' can bo’ 
overruled. And a very compelling' 
reason would be that someone clso's. 
life was in jeopardy." 

Meeker said he acts as a facilita-. 
tor, prodding physicians and patients 
to consider all necessary and avail- ■ 
able information before making a de- 
cision. 

He also provides a few guideposte: 
that any decision must first and fore- 
most benefit the patient; that it is- 
wrong to take ■ the life of the 
innocent; that suicide is wrong; and. 
that "life ia a great good ... but it's, 
not the greatest good." 

Rev. Kevin O'Rourke, director of. 
the Center for Health Care Etlucs; 
based at St. Louis University Medi-- 
cal Center, said most hospitals refer 
such questions to ethics committees 
composed of doctors, nurses and 
clergymen and other prorcssiohals.

OGDEN. Utah (AP) — Northern 
Utoh road construction and improve- 
ment projects will receive more than 
S36 million in state and federal 
highway funds over the next 16 
months, says a Utah Department of 
TVansportatioh report. 

More than $19 million will be 
spent to complete the final 13,6-mile 
stretch of Interstate 1 6 in Box Elder 
County between Tremonton and Ply- 
mouth, according to an updated 
. work program approved recently by . 
the Utah TVansportation Commis- 
sion. 

The remaining $17 million will go 
to highway rehabilitation, road con- 
struction, bridge replacement and 
trnffic signal projects in Davis, We- 
ber, Morgan and Box Elder counties, 
the commission says. 

More than $25 million vrill be 
spent during the remainder of fiscal 
year 1989, and UDOT officials indi- 
ente several major projects — includ- 
ing four contrarta to complete M5 — 
will go out for bid bv spring. 

Tlie other $11 million will be spent 
during fiscal 1990, including $3 mil- 
lion to widen and resurface Hill 
Field Road in Davis County between 
U.S. 89 and.

NEA SMYRNI, Greece — Friends 
and relatives sobbed uncontrollably 
Friday at the funeral of Christina 
Onassis in the cathedral her father, 
Aristotle, helped to build. : 

A cross of pink roses in the name 
of her 3-year^)ld daughter, Athena, 
adorned the casket. The young girl 
did not attend the 45-minutc Greek 
Orthodox Htu^ for the shipping 
heiress, who died Nov. 19 in Buenos 
Aires at age 37. ■ 

Fifteen priests and bishops officiat- 
ed at St. Fotini cathedral, which was. 
packed with about 500 friends and 
relatives. 

Athena, the child of Ms, Onassis 
and former husband Thierry Roussel, 
was said to be staying with relatives 
somewhere in Switzerland, unaware 
of her mother’s death. The body ar- 
rived on a chartered airliner Thurs- 
day via Switzerland. 

An Argentine coroner said in a pre- 
liminary report that Ms. Onassis 
died ’ of a pulmonary edema, or 
buildup of fluid in the lungs at the 
home of her friends Alberto and Ma- 
rina dc Dodcros.

Archaeologists find 
Stone Age factory'

SYDNEY, Australia — Archae- 
ologists on Friday reported finding 
a' huge Stone A^ "factory" in the 
Outback where aboripnes crafted 
stone blades and cutting tools for 
barter some 2,000 years ago. 

Scattered among- weathered 
stone outcrops were hundreds of 
thousands of remains of dlone 
tools and implements that point to 
a sophisticated aboriginal enter- 
prise long before Europeans set 
f^oot on the continent. 

'^e Site at Tiboobura, 530 miles 
northwest of Sydney, is so large 
that archaeologists l^liovc its out- 
put may have formed the basis for 
a lochl export industry. 

"Almost certainly, these people 
operated the workshop to cx: 
change goods," said Dan Witter, 
archaeologist for the government's 
National Parks and Wildlife Ser- 
vice of New South Wales. ' 

He said Tiboobura is an aborigi- 
nal word, meaning pile of rocks, a 
reference to granite hills in the 
area. The cutting tools were made 


from a silica-based rock. 

Witter told The Associated Press 
the Stone Age toolmakers most 
likely traded for a mildiv hallu- 
cinogenic drug, Pituri. The Aus- 
tralian newspaper, in a report on 
the quarry, said Kturi was used by 
nomadic aborigines to counteract 
hunger pains during the long treks 
between hunting grounds. 

The find follows the recent dis- 
covery of a fragment of human 
bone in central Australia that has 
^en dated at 60,000 years old, 
pushing back the date of human 
occupation of Australia by 20,000 
years. 

Indigenous aborigines number 
about 160,000, almost one percent 
of Australia's 16.5 million popula- 
tion. 

Witter, of Cody, Wyo., said the 
site consisted of fragments of stone 
artifacts. No stone implements - 
were found, but the discards indi- 
cate blades up to 12 inches long 
that have only been found hun- 
dreds of miles away in northern 
Queensland and the Northern Tbr- 
ritory.

Pavelec enjoys more success in Canada

;r CALGARY. Alberta - Cinderella 
"arrived a little ahead of schedule for 
Mike Pavclcc. 

'I really thought when I got here 
lost year that this might be possible,” 
; .'said Pavelec, a Twin Falls native who

the . University of Calgary football 
.teanr^that won the Vanier Cup, the 
;-national championship of Canadian 


collegiate football, last weekend. 
'Calgary had won the Vanier Cup the 
year before I got here, so there was a 
great tradition! But last year, it did- 
n't work ouL This year, wo had a 
group of guys who had played togeth- 
er for a year and we were ready." 

Pavelcc and his teammates defeat- 
ed St. ^ry's University of Halifax, 
bfova Scotia, 52-23 last Saturday in 
the national title game, capping an 
11-0 season. Pavelcc was nam^ to 
the oll-Westem Intercollegiate Foot- 


ball League team, the conference 
that covers football-playing colleges 
in western Canada, last month. 

'Fve got two more years here and 
Fd like to play on two more Vanier . 
Cup teams, make the all-Canada 
team and maybe play in the East- 
West Shrine Game (the annuol chari- 
ly all-star contest in Palo Alto, 
Calif),' ho said. "INvo Canadians are 
picked to play in that game each 
year, one from the cast and one from 
the west, and because of the quality 


of backs and receivers in the states, 
they're almost always linemen. After 
that, maybe the pros — but that's a 
long way off." 

If those seem like overarching as- 
pirations for a 20-ycar-old sopho- 
more, consider that Pavclcc, a 6-foot, 
6-inch, 270-pounder who played at 
about 245 at Twin Palls High School, 
didn't receive a football s^olarahip' 
oiTer when he graduated from-TFHS 
in 1986. He spent a' few months at 
the U.S. Air Force Academy, quit at

"Our linemen don't need 
to pass block in the clossic sense very 
often, but Mike docs it as well as, he 
run blocks now. He's really pro- 
gressed." 

Pavclcc's biggest deficit now, ac- 
cording to Conncllan, is quickness! 

'Quickness comes with strength 
and conditioning, end that will im- 
prove if he continues to work as hard 
as he has in the last year," said Con- 
ncllan. "He just needs to concentrate 
on building up his strength." 

'1 came back lost fall in a lot belter 
shape,” said Pavelec. That’s been the 
biggest difference between this year 
and last year — conditioning and 
hard work." 

Pavelcc. who is majoring in psy- 
chology and becoming a Canadian 
citizen, will resume pumping iron 
Monday ofler a week off. 

"It'll be like a vacation," he said.
